To the Electors of Viotoria City. 

'Gentlemen:— The House of Asaomblj 
liaviDg beon diasolvod you nro called upon 
to elect four meiubcra to reprenont you 
in the next Logislaturo. I buvo thohonor 
to offer myself nB a candidnto for ro-oloc- 
tion, trufiting my past services will be a 
guarantee for my future course. It will 
be my duty, as well as my interests and 
inclination, to do nil in my powor to pro- 
mote the best interests of the City and to 
develop the many industries that are 
springing up on overy side throughout 
the Province. 

My views as to Railway construction 
ore entirely in accord with your own — 
to have the Carnarvon Treaty faithfully, 
honestly and speedily carried out. 

The construction of the dry dock has 
been, is, and will bo an exceedingly diffi- 
cult undertaking, and I muoh foar tho ii- 
nanoial condition of tho Province will 
preclude tho realization of our most oar/n- 
eat hopes in that diroction. Whilst I am 
not propared to release Canada from her 
juit obligations to tho Province iu con- 
nection with tho dry dock, it is to Eng- 
land, and to England alono that we havo 
to look for the aotual completion of this 
■work. It will bo to nor of greater im- 
portance than to tho poople of this coun 
try, although of advantage of both. 

A resolution should bo passed by tho 
House at its first sitting to preclude the 
possibility of tho employment of China- 
men upon work for which Provincial 
monoy has to bo paid, and existing Aeta 
should be bo amended as to exclude tho 
•mployment of Chinamen on all muni- 
cipal work. 

The Free Sohool system has my earnest 
nnd hearty support and any measure that 
■will conduce to its still groater usefulness 
will find in mo a warm frionil. 

A proposition for the redistribution of 
Beats in tho Assembly is one that will 
. have to be considered by the now Houso. 
At this moment wo have to face the anom- 
aly of Kootonay District with two mom- 
bera to thirty-three voters, while Victoria 
City with one thousand voters roturns but 
four members, and Nanuiino with some 
500 returns but one member. There are 
other districts whore anomalies, if not bo 
glaring, exist; and Cassiar— a productive 
community of twolve. hundred porsons, is 
left without any representation at all. To 
reform these abusos I shall givo my earn- 
est attention if roturnad, and shall deem 
it my duty to Bupportabill forthe amend- 
ment of the existing Constitution so as to 
afford equitable representation without 
increasing the cost of legislation.

To the Electors of the City of Victoria. 

Gentlemen; — I again conio before you 
as a candidato for your suffrages, not thi8 
timo for Munioipal honors, but for a seat 
in tho Local Legislature. My past ser- 
vices as a member of the City Council for 
two years and my eleotion to the honor- 
able oflico of Mayor on throe sucoessivo 
occasions, lead me to believe that my con- 
duct in these officos roooived your approv- 
al, and emboldens me to ask for your suf- 
frages to placo mo in a now position, in 
whioh I think I can be of still further ser- 
vice to the City of Viotoria and the Pro- 
vince at large. 

Many important questions will como 
before the next House for consideration, 
among which, I hope, seme legislative 
aotion will bo takou to protect qnr own 
people agaiust beiug overwhelmed by tho 
Chineso olornent. This, I hope, can bo 
dono by imposing a tax and making tho 
captain of each ship responsible. This 
tax ought to be, iu my judgment, some- 
thing like our colonial neighbors of 
Queensland, Australia. 

It is nooessary, in my estimation, to 
pross tho Dominion Government to carry 
out the terms of Confederation, viz: — 
Speedy construction of tho trans-conti- 
nontaf Railway and Dry Dock at Eequi- 
malt; tho importance of which havo evi- 
dently boon ignored by the late Govern- 
ment. 

Retrenchment in tho expenditure of 
public money shall receive my earnest 
support, and I will contend against any 
expenditure of the general revenue over 
and abovo that authorized by vote of the 
Houso— as reduction of taxation is my 
aim, moro particularly with rospectto tho 
dual system of taxation inaugurated by tho 
Elliott Government in Municipalities, 

I will support a moasuro to restore to 
tho city rights unlawfully taken from it 
by tho prosont Government— namely, the 
retention of the wholo of tho municipal 
rovonuo and tho full control of the City 
Polioo, whoso sorvicos are paid for solely 
by the ratepayers. 

I am in favor of Redistribution of Seats 
without increasing the number of repre- 
sentatives. 

A thorough re-organization of tho Civil 
Service is necessary. 

In tho construction of pnblio works I 
shall contend that tho contraot system 
shall bo strictly adhered to. 

Any measure for the reduction of tho 
prosent outrageous foes exacted in our 
Law Courts shall receive my strongest 
support. 

All measures to advance the intorosta of 
tho oity will be my uppermost thought, 
but not to the detriment of tho adjoining 
Districts or tho Provi.ico at largo. 

Should I have favorably impressed you 
with my views on tho general topics of 
tho day, and you return me as one of 
your representatives, I will not only uso 
n y efforts to carry them out, but will 
consult you on any important measure 
that may como up which might vitally 
affect your interests.

Gentlemen :— In conscqueuoo of a dis- 
solution of tho IIouso of Assembly you 
will shortly bo called upon to dooido who 
shall be your representatives in tho forth- 
coming Parliament. At tho urgent re- 
quest of a rospectablo number of tho 
electors of our district I l^e consentod 
to becomo a candidate for that honorable 
position. 

In urging my claims to your considera- 
tion as a representative in that capacity I 
think it scarcely will bo nocossary for mo 
to toll you that my interests, to a largo 
extent, must bo identical with your own. 
Everythiug I possess iu tho world being 
invested iu tho land I live upon, and look- 
ing to that, and that alono, for tho iuou- 
tainanco of mysolf ard those who aro 
depondout upon mo, you will understand, 
I am Buro, that tho happiness and pros- 
perity of tho country aro to mo an object 
of tho dcopest solicitude; and should you 
do mo tho honor to elect mo as ono of 
your roproaoutatives I shall do what I 
can to promote your intorosta as fur as 
possible, looking for my reward, only, iu 
a sharL of that common good which must 
flow from tho good government of our 
country. 

Inood scarcely toll yon I am in favor of 
retrenchment as far as posriiblo without 
impairing tho offioiency of tho publio 
sorvico. Considering tho condition of 
the finances of tho country I think $3,000 
a year snfiiciont for a minister, without 
sessional allowance, and I am assured by 
an ex-Minister of undoubted integrity 
that throe ministers are suOiciont. If such 
is tho caso I should, after mature delib 
eration, support a moasuro with that 
objoet in view, belioving, as I do, that a 
ministry, to bo of real service to tho 
country must bo strong, not iu numbers, 
but in tho ooufidonco and support of tho 
Houso. 

There is another great ovil developed in 
our previous Logislutivo Assemblies which 
I think should, if poasiblo, bo choolcod. 
J. allude to tho base purpose to whioh the 
suffrages of somo constituencies have 
been turned by those who havo been 
trusted to roprosent them; being sought 
and securod only as a stepping-stono _ to 
"snug place and ponsion." By relieving 
a Ministry from tho importunities of suoh 
representatives we should at onoo confer 
a benotit both upon tho Government and 
tho country. With n viow to secure this 
object I should favor a moasuro, if found 
practicable, which should disqualify a 
member of tho Houso for such a term as 
might bo deemed necessary for holding 
any offico iu tho sorvico of tho Government. 

Our free sohool system I conBider ono 
of tho greatest blossings of free govern- 
ment, and I should allow nothing to en- 
danger its permanency or to impair its 
efficiency. 

The dry dock question scorns to me in 
its present condition a Provincial calam- 
ity and any scheme brought forward to 
relieve ub of it witnout serious loas would 
receive my sincoro support. 

With rogard to our relations with the 
Dominion Government and railway oon- 
struotion, I still think wo almll get justice 
though I think it may bo tardy, but in 
tho meantime I would yield to no man in 
my determination to press upon that gov- 
ernment tho fulfilment of the torms. 

In ooncluBion, gentlemen, let me add, 
that should you olect me as ono of your fu- 
ture representatives I think your interests 
would bo best 'secured by sending mo 
pledged to good measures rather thau 
men; we should thon bo free from all 
entanglements of parties and bo at liber- 
ty to accept from whatever quarter thoy 
might como, such measures as would con- 
duce to tho welfaro of tho country. 

I shall at all timos, if elected, seek to 
communicate with you as of ton as possi-

To the Electors of Esquiiualt District, in- 
cluding Highland, Sooke and 
Metchosin. 

Gentlemen: When you did me tho hon- 
or to eloct mo to the Legislative Assembly 
tho Provinco was deplorably ombarassed; 
not only had the legitimate rovonuo beon 
rooklessly sqandorod on unproductive 
works, but on ministerial pilgrimagos, on 
exponsivo journeys to Cariboo and Europe 
and ou commissions and premiums paid 
to friends for small sorvicos, which ser- 
vices Ministers Wore Well paid for per- 
forming. 

Every dollar that could bo borrowed, 
from whatsoever source, had beon appro- 
priated iu furtherance of a policy which 
was simply to sow money broadcast to 
catch votes and rotain office. 

Tho public debt had increased to some- 
thing over niuo hundred thousand dollars 
by uoarly doubling expenditure ovor in- 
como and paying eight aud ton por cent, 
iutorost, while tbo credit of tho Province 
hud boen strained to its utmost tension. 

Tho rovonuo was pledged to tho Do- 
miuion for a small advanCo, and banking 
facilities woto completely oxhaustod. Wo 
had nono of tho sinews of war loft — noitlt- 
er the monoy, tho mon nor tho material to 
fight Mackenzie with, but wore cringing 
and crouching tomaslerdom for tho sinull- 
ost favor granted in our dosporato neces- 
sity. 

I folt it my duty to voto against a gov- 
ernment which had led us into such a 
dilemma aud iu which I had lost all con- 
fidence. I havo since given my support 
to a govomment whioh has had great dif- 
ficulties to coutond with although nono of 
them aro of its own creation. 

Tho Elliott Ministry may net havo dono 
all and ovorythiug that you or I might 
dosiro; but I will not cmbarass or doaort 
them until I find sufficient reason for do- 
ing so, 

Thoy wore defeated upon a moasuro 
whioh thoy noetl never bo ashamed of — 
us a resident physician to the Lunatic 
Asylum is an absolute necessity whatever 
may bo tho opinion as to tho man host qual- 
ified for the position. 

Tho improved oondilion of the country 
is generally admitted and contrasts favor- 
ably with tho state it was in tbroo years 
ago. 

Tho taxes which tho necessities of tho 
times required for tho liquidation of our 
indebtedness have attracted English cap- 
ital at tho rato of six por cent, por annum, 
and our bonds which wero sold last year 
at 96 are now worth 110, and the credit of 
British Columbia stands higher in Lon- 
don than that of -Quebec, the oldott prov- 
ince of the Dominion of Canada. 

The rate of interest which was at eight 
and ten por cent, is now reduced to eoven 
aud six. 

Tho non-fulfilment of tho terms of con- 
federation by tho Dominion Government 
and tho long delay in commouoing railway 
work ou the Pacific const is what wo havo 
reason to deploro. It was a great loss to 
the Island when tho proposals of Mr. 
Edgar wero not entertoiuod. If negotia- 
tions— which terminated so abruptly— had 
been conduotod by tho government of that 
day iu a different Bpirit rails now rusting 
on tho wharves at Esquimalt would havo 
beon laid on the roud to Nanaimo and tho 
spirit of tho Carnarvon Terms complied 
with. 

The construction of the graving dock 
whioh was required from us by tho Do- 
minion Government under stipulated con- 
ditions, has been unnecessarily dolayed 
under /also hopes, delusive expectations 
and a series of blunders. 

The purchase of comont and maohinery 
beforo eitbor wore roquirod ranks among 
tho many exponsivo vagaries of an erratic 
minister on a jaunt to Londp.n. 

We havo already paid a groat price foi 
engineering skill and must ooutiuuo to do 
so under existing engagements entered 
into by a former Government with only 
an unfinished coffordam to show for an 
expenditure of over 8200.00Q. 

It is now ovor fhrco years sinco wo wero 
promised by Mr. Walkom that GOO men 
would be at work on tho Drydock, and 
overy man, wpman and ohikl employed 
about Esquimalt, and yot we find up to 
this day oxcavation has not yet been be- 
gun nor the cofferdam contract carried 
out. 

If tho Imperial Government should not 
take tho work off our hands within a rea- 
sonable time, I shall insist upon the Dock 
boing completed by tho Proviuoo accord- 
ing to tho Terms of Confederation, feel- 
ing convinced that evory dollar spent in 
labor on tho works at Esquimalt will 
spread and fructify iu tho most remote dis- 
tricts of tho Provinco; and whenever la- 
bor and capital are unitod on productivo 
workB prosperity will attend, 

If the money which, has been spent on 
useless roado.and bridges constructed by 
Chinese labor on the Mainland had beon 
judiciously laid out in the construction 
of a Dock the work could havo been com- 
pleted by this timo without CHuamon's 
aid, and in all probability sold to, tho Im- 
perial Government at a profit. 

As i am a well known advocate of a 
sound and practical education for every 
boy and evory girl in ovory district, I 
will not deprive thera of the hifihest 
branohes of oducation as soon as the 
country can afford to pay Profosuors of 
L aw , Physio and Divinity. 

With regard to tho re-distribution of 
seats, I am in favor of equalizing repre- 
sentation, but not in favor of forcing a 
member on any district contrary to too 
will of the people most interested. As I 
will endeavor to make suitable arrange- 
ments for a meeting of the electors at 
Esquimalt at an early date, I hope then 
a$d| there to be able to give a good ac- 
count of my stewardship, and if I am 
deemed worthy of a renewal of yqu? con- 
donee my time and best exertions shall 
bo devoted to promote your interests and 
the general welfare of the Province.

Gentlemen:— At tho urgent solicitation 
of a number of yoursolvos, I have con- 
sented to becomo a candidate for the re- 
presentation of our District in tho LogiB- 
lativo Assembly. It is woll known that I 
would havo much proforrcd tho retire- 
ment of my farm, but I have been inform- 
ed that it is my duty at tho present 
juncturo to lay ashjo privato inclinations 
and to placo my services at tho disposal 
of this constituency. Tho district has 
boen most unfortunatoly represented in 
tho lato Parliament by our lato member, 
Mr. Fisher, as ho supported a Govern- 
ment that bus neglected all our in- 
terests and almost hopolessly ruined our 
chances for tho construction of the Grav- 
ing Dock and Railway as Dominion works. 
I am, us you are aware, a farmer of long 
residence among you, and the interests of 
myself and family nro therefore identical 
with yours. Whilo I feol that tho com- 
pliment paid mo by my friends might 
havo beon bestowed upon some more de- 
serving person, I can assure you that all 
my ouorgies aud attention will, to the 
best of my humblo ability, bo exerted in 
your behalf should I bo honored with 
success in tho forthcoming contest. 

I am in favor of a reduction in tho cost 
of Government and of a material change 
in tho present onerous systom of taxation 
which bears vory heavily upon all of us. 
It is my interest to advocato all measures 
that will advanco tho prosperous working 
of our School system." 

I am opposed t o the Constitution Bill in- 
troduced by tho Government and provid- 
ing for an addition of oight more mem- 
bora to tho Legislature on the ground of 
its increased expense and of its therefore 
beiug inconsistent with a policy of re- 
trenchment. A redistribution of seats in 
tho Assembly I shall support in all cases 
where justico demands such a measure.

MR. ELLIOTT'S ADDEESS. 



The cloar, oomprobonaivo, exhaustive 
and vfithal modest address of Mr. Elliott 
to his constituents, lias boon received with 
interest by the readers of tbo Colonist. 
In examining tbo doournont oarefully wo 
find every topio of importance dealt with 
in a spirit : tnat prosonts a marked con- 
trast -with tbo etridulent and wild utter- 
ances of tbo speakers nt tbo rocont 
publio meotingu, wboao windy declama- 
tions are moant to ticklo the ear, but aro 
destituto of tbo elemonts of truthfulness, 
practicability or common sonso. In tbo 
opening paragraph of tbo address Mr. El- 
liott fairly complains of tho omploymont by 
tbo Opposition party of it "uumbor of dis- 
reputable persons" who with an "uttor dis- 
regard of old English fair pluy" piovoiit- 
ed him oxpro»sing his viows at tho Theatre. 
The proceedings of tho minority at that 
meeting -wero certainly very disgraceful, 
reflecting discredit on tho town and aleo 
on tho candidates in whoso interest it was 
doomed nocessary that Mr. Elliott should 
be howled down. But now that tho angry 
feelings aroused on that occasion havo 
had time to subsido, aud tho ohiof actors 
in tho fracas stand condemned by a 
healthy public opinion, and havo learned to 
thoir cost that their own faction havo been 
tbo only losers by the persecution thoy 
subjected Mr. Elliott to, wo do not so 
much regrot tho occurenoo os at first. As 
senior member for tho city, aud as first 
Ministor of tbo Crown, tho Premier was 
ontitlod to a fair bearing, which was do 
niod him. A small party of "disreputable 
persons" filled tho bouse with their clam- 
our and stifled froo speech. Tbo sceno 
was but a repetition of.tho unseemly con- 
duct of tho Opposition in tbo Houso last 
session, which brought discredit on the 
Assembly, and caused a goueral demand 
for dissolution, so that tho constituencies 
might havo an opportunity of expressing 
thoir opinion on thejeonduct of their repre- 
sentatives. . Thoreforo we aro not sorry 
that -writs for a new oloction havo boon 
issued. Neither— looking at it from tho 
somo standpoint — do wo now regrot that 
tho disorder at tho Thontro occurred, be- 
cause to that disorder is the constituency 
indebted for tho address wo Lave undor 
consideration. 

Tho address gives forth no uncertain 
sound on tho railway obligations of 
Canada to this country. Mr. Elliott asks 
that tbo Carnarvon torma bo "strictly ad- 
hered to;" and, regarded in tho light of 
recent dispatches from Ottawa concerning 
tbo routo adoptod for tho lino on tho Main- 
land, wo think tho fulfilment of that obli- 
gation is now moro than ovor essontial to 
the prosperity and wollbeing of thowholo 
Province The grave blunder of Mr. 
Walkem in expending while in London 
874,402 for cemeDt and machinery beforo 
tho plans for tbo dock had beon proparod, 
beforo the nature of tho Canadian advanco 
had beon ascertained, before oven tho sito 
for the dock had been solected, much loss 
bought, is seriously advorted to, aud tbo 
policy of tho Local Government in mov- 
ing tho Imperial Government to undor 
tako the work (which policy, by tho way 
was unanimously ondorsed by tho House) 
is explained at length, and it is shown by 
an official tolegram just to hand that "all 
possible earnest attention" will bo bestow- 
ed on tho proposition by the Homo 
authorities. 
' The modest roferenco in tho address to 
tho exertions of tho Governmont towards 
quartz development scarcely does tho sub- 
ject full juBtico. To tho Elliott Govern- 
ment is duo all the credit that attaches to 
the extraordinary impotuo that has been 
imparted to every Provincial interost in 
the past two years. When they took office 
the country was out at-tho -elbows. Tho 
Government was bankrupt. Tho revenues 
were pawned. Debentures wero unsale- 
able. No improvements wero undorweigb 
The mining population was steadily do 
dining. The aroa of farming laud planted 
■was limited. Thero was no sale for livo 
stock or grain. Business was at a stand- 
still. Confidence in all things was dead 
and. capitol sought other fields for invest- 
ment. Now gratifying changes meet the 
eye on every side. Tho Governmont has 
been freed from its liabilities and tbo 
publio .credit is A 1 ovory where. Tbo 
revenues have been released from pawn. 
Debentures are eagorly sought after by 
capitalists at 10 cents above par. Tho 
mining population is rapidly increasing. 
Tho farming population has moro than 
doubled. Livo stook and grain aro rapidly 
sold at a profit. Business aDd coufidonco 
have revived, and every steamer brings 
capitalists to tho country seeking a now 
field for tho investment of thoir money. 
Suoh are somo of tho blossings to which 
Mr. Elliott in his address might havo laid 
claim had bo beon so disposed, and none 
could have successfully disputed that 
claim. That bo has not dono so invests 
his address with greater interest and ron- 
dels its contrast with tho war-whoopian 
"eloquence" of his opponents and assail- 
ants all tho moro markod and agreeable. 

Passing ovor mattors that moro imme- 
diately concern tbo constituency which 
■Mr. Elliott has now, aud will doubtlsss 
have for many years tho honor to repre- 
sent, tho next topic of importance touch- 
ed on is the Constitution Bill, against tbo 
passago of which the Opposition waged a 
•warfare so relentless as to bring about 
the deadlock in legislation. Mr. Elliott 
producos figures to show the inequality 
that exists in the representation of tho 
constituencies. For several years wo have 
urged on successive Governments the ne- 
cessity of a redistribution of tho legisla- 
tive seats. Mr; "Walkem promised it, but 
did not carry out his promise Anomalies 
in representation which at first woro so 
venial as to bo scarcely felt, undor tho 
obanged condition of affairs have become 
intolerable, and cannot longor bo tamely 
homo.

But what about nogloctad Cassiar? 
With several thousand dollars of \ revenue 
and several hundrod voters it has no re- 
presentative at all. Kootenay with 33 
voters (that was the number of votes cast 
there at tbo last election) has two mem- 
bers, whilst Nauaimo, a large contributor 



to tbo rovenuo has but one, and New West- 
minster City aud District, which yield 
moro roveuuo than Victoria City.havo but 
three mombers ? Is this just ? Is it in 
accordance with tho spirit and genius of 
Responsible Governmont that such glaring 
incongruities are allowed to exist? Tho 
"rotton boroughs" of old England novor 
witnessed greater outrages on representa- 
tion than aro presented by Mr. Elliott, 
and when a candidato stands up boforo 
two or thr<sc hundred of his fellow-citizens 
and expresses tho opinion that "nine 
members" can successfully work out Re- 
sponsible Government, wo say ho knows 
nothing of tho glorious system of Govtrn 
mont uudor wbich ho seeks to roprosent 
this constituency. Somo fourtoon yoars 
of our life wero spont undor a Crown Col- 
ony Government. Wo know what that 
moans too well to wish to return to it. Re- 
sponsible Government undoubtedly has its 
drawbacks, not through any inherent fault 
of its own, but bocauso tyros at legislation 
sometimes got into Parliament and com- 
mit crimes, its Madamo Rolaud remarked, 
in tho namo of liborty. But tho People 
hold tho corrective in their own hands. 
Thoy cau apply tho rod to tho backs of 
unworthy representatives at any moment. 
Tbo momoni a man loses tho confidence 
of bi3 constituents be is gone. How is it 
with a Crowu Colony system ? Tho pooplo 
have scarcely a word to say in tho govern- 
ment of the country. All thoy are re- 
quired to do is to pay tho taxos, whilo 
tho officials — who are responsible only to 
Downing street— expend thorn. Do tho 
people want to return to this state of 
things? No! No! Lot tbo pooplo firmly 
udhero to the principles of popular Gov- 
ernment, and try, as far as isadvisablo, to 
extend rather than contract their powor 
in tho Legislature

tion of Mr. Elliott's address that treats of 
finances.

Thoro are othor 
districts whero anoiraroa, if not so glar 
ing; exist; and Cass'r.r — a productive com- 
munity of twolvo hundrod persons, is left 
without any representation at all. Tore 
form thoso abusos I shall give my oaruost 
attention if roturued, and shall doom it 
my duty to support a bill for tho amend- 
ment of the existing Constitution so as to 
afford equitnblo representation without 
increasing tho cost of legislation." 

Tho above extract is from Dr. Trimblo's 
address to tho electors of Viotoria City, 
aud yot that gentloruan is aocused, b) 
cortain of his political oppononts, of 
a '•disinclination to take a decided 
stand" on tho Constitution Bill. No words 
can convoy tho doctor's views on that im 
portant question moro clearly than the 
languago ho has thought fit to employ in 
bis address. Tho language is simply un 
minstakablo, and it cannot in any spirit 
of fairnoBs bo distorted to mean what tho 
doctor does not intend it should. He toll; 
tho electors in plain English that ho will 
if elocted, support a measure to amend 
tho existing constitution so as to afford 
equitable representation without increasing 
tho cost of legislation. We take it every un 
selfish olector desires cquitablo reproson 
tation not only for himsolf but for his fol 
low doctors throughout tho Province 
Tho Opposition being selfish wo aro 
aware, as a matter of expediency, profor 
to allow Kootonay with 33 voters to con 
tinuo to roturn 2 members whilst Cassiar 
with upwards of 1000 voters goas entirely 
unrepresented. Wo are awaro also that is 
suits their political book to dccliuo to 
give Nanaimo an additional mornber, and 
wo nre not unmindful of tho fact tbat it 
would injure their cause to permit Now 
Westminster District to bo adequately ro 
2n'osonted. Wo aro thankful, howavor, that 
tho Opposition do not roprosent a majori 
ty or oven a respectable minority of tho 
electors, as tho 22nd of May will provo 
But iu tho meantimo wo would a;k tho 
electors to consider the questions: Is 
right— ia it justice— that Kootenay with 
33 votora should return 2 members whilst 
Cassiar with a population of some 1500 
returns not one ? Is it in a spirit of Brit- 
ish fairness that Kootenay with 33 voters 
is permitted to return 2 members whilst 
Victoria City with nearly 1000 voters re 
turns but four ? Is it in any mannor pro 
per that Kootonay with 33 voters should 
elect 2 representatives whilst Nanaimo 
with 500 elects but ono ? If to thoso 
queries an answer in tbo affirmative cun 
be truthfully given then tbo Constitution 
Bill don't want amendiug. If tho reply is, 
as it must bo, an ompbatio "No 1" then why 
in tho namo of common sonso and justice 
should tho oxisting evil bo allowodto con 
tiuue? Dr. Trimblo and every othor 
olector imbued with anything like a spirit 
of fairness is in favor of eradicating tho 
evil without adding to tho cost of legisla 
tion and that, is precisely what ho says 
in his addross to tho electors.

MEXICO. 
Chicago, May 9. — "Inter-Ocean's" 
Washington letter just received by 
representative Schliosser from a prom- 
inent oitizen of Corpus Christi, Toxas, 
contains tho following reliablo state- 
ment regarding rocont terrible and 
outrageous murdors committed in 
Wobb, Duval and surrounding counties 
by Mexicans in tho garb of Indians: 
havo never seen suoh wholesale 
slaughtor. They took little boys from 
7 to 12 years old, and two men on 
horseback would hold thorn up by their 
bauds whilo a third would take out 
thair entrails. Tbo men they would 
shoot and tako out their entrails. This 
was seen by mon and women who wore 
hid in tho bush, and we found the 
bodies just as it was told to us and in 
the mannor stated. Tho killed amount- 
ed to about 25 men aud children. This 
raid was made to get horses for the 
Mexican army.

New York, May !). — Tho "Sun" says 
that from tho secret agent of Russia now 
in this city, it was ascertained yesterday 
that the S. S. Hannouia sailed from 
Hamburg last week on a similar mis- 
sion to the Cimbria.

Stven thousand Rus- 
sian transport carts havo loft Bucharost 
for Bulgaria during tho past few weeks.

Two more British ironclads of the 
Channol squadron havo arrived at Port 
Said. 

Vienna, May 9.— Bills for providing 
tho Bixty million llorins extraordinary 
credit woro introducod in the Austrian 
Roichsrath and Hungarian Diet to-day. 

Constantinople, hlay 9. — Tho Porto 
has ordered a partial evacuation of Shumla 
in the event pf tho removal of thp Rus- 
sian headquarters to St. Goorgo. Tho 
ovaouatiou of tho fortresses and with- 
drawal of the Russians is believed to de- 
pend upou tho withdrawal of tho British 
iloet. A moro conciliatory feeling is now 
prevalent betweou the Turks aud Russians. 
Austria is stated to have asked tbo Porte 
to permit Austrian troops to escort return- 
ing Bosuian refugees.

Dealers declare that war business was 
never duller than now; that very few arms 
wero bought by residents of the city, and 
tbat the chief orders como from Illinois, 
which state is making great efforts to got 
together a good militia, and from Cali- 
fornia, where organizations aro being 
secretly formed. 

CANADA. 
Montreal, May 9.— Tho Mayor receiv- 
ed a letter from Massachusetts stating that 
tho Fenians aro making formidable pre- 
parations for a raid on Canada. On the 
suggestions of tho Mayor a mooting of 
Protestant and Catholio citizens will bo 
hold to consider in a friendly spirit the 
host moons to allay the existing party 
differences. 



The Commons, April 24. — Mr. Mc- 
lnnes enquired whether it was tho 
intontion of tho Government to declare 
tho routo aud terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway in British Columbia 
beforo tho prorogation of the House, 
and whether actual construction will 
be commoncod during the coming 
summor. 

Hon. Mr. Mackenzie— I havo alroady 
statod to tho Houso that tho Govern- 
ment hoped to bo able to state to the 
House within a fow days what routo 
they will decide upon adopting in 
British Columbia. Tbo route has al- 
roady boon adopted up to tho boundary 
of that Province. As to tho actual 
construction, tho lion, gontloman will 
see in the Canadian Pacific Railway- 
Act that no contract cau bo proceeded 
with until Parliament has approved of 
it. 

Mr. Mclnnes asked whethor it was 
tho inteulion of tho Government to 
have tho New Westminister, B. C. 
penitentiary occupied boforo the 1st of 
July noxt. 

Hon. Mr, Mackenzie— It is the in- 
tontion to occupy tho building as soon 
as it is furnished, which is boing at- 
tended to. 

Mr. Mclnnes askod whethor it was 
tho intention of tho Government to 
establish a salmon hatchery in tho 
Eraser River, British Columbia this 
year. 

Sir Albert Smith — Wo havo not con- 
cluded to build a hatchery there within 
tho prosont year. 

Mr. Schultz enquired whethor it was 
tho intention of tho Governmont to boo 
that tho railway croasiugs are put in 
at onco on tho portion of the Pembina 
Branch on which rails havo been laid. 

Hon. Mr. Mackenzie— It is part of 
the contract to do that, aud I havo no 
doubt it is being attended to. 

Onlheilom of Binaries and disburse 
mouts of fishery overseers and ward 
ens, $86,500. 

Mr. DeCosmos advocated tho aboli- 
tion of tho tax on tho fisheries of Bri 
tish Columbia which had beon levied 
by mistake on tho petition of tho peo- 
ple of the Prasor River, who sought 
protection. Ho did not believe 
theso special taxes, and on behalf of 
his provinoe piotested against thoir 
application, particularly to fisheries. 

Mr. Mitchell said ho advocated these 
taxos only as registration foes to enable 
the Department to trace those who might 
break tho fiahory regulations, and plaeo 
them in n paaition to punish offenders. 

Mr. Macdounoll ooncurrod with the re 
marks of the mombor for Vancouver, bo' 
lioving that thero should bo no taxation 
on our fishormon who wanted no protec- 
tion. Ho urged that Nova Scotia alroady 
paid her full proportion of what taxation 
was lovied on tho fishing interests. Tho 
Govornment had not done half enough 
for our fishermen, whoso taxation should 
be doereasud, whilo moro should bo dono 
for tho improvement of our fish rivers 

Mr. Bnnstor called tho attention of tho 
Aliniator of Murine to tho faot that thero 
was no officer in British Columbia to 
sottlo disputes with rospoet to fisheries 
Thero was no proper fish inspection, 
through misrepresentation to tho Minis- 
ter of Marino incompetent persons having 
been appointed to the work. He differed 
from tho hon. member for New West- 
minster on tho question ot a tax, his 
opinion being that tbo ^fishermen would 
not mind paying a tax to havo the fish- 
eries properly looked after.

Gentlemen: Whon you did mo tho hon- 
or to oleot me to tho Legislative Assembly 
tho Provinco was deplorably ombarassod; 
not only bad tho logitimato rovenuo beon 
recklessly sqaudoroil on unproductive 
works, but on ministerial pilgrimages, on 
oxponsive journeys to Cariboo aud Europe 
ami on commissions and promiuius paid 
to rrienils for small services, which ser- 
vices Miuistors woro well paid for per- 
forming. 

Every dollar that could bo borro-woJ, 
from whataoovor source, had beon appro- 
priated iu furtherance of a policy which 
was simply to sow money broadcast to 
catoh votes and rotain office. 

Tho publio dobt had iucroascd to some- 
thing ovor uiuo hundred thousand dollars 
by nearly doubling expenditure ovor in- 
come and paying eight and ton per cent, 
interest, while tho credit of tho Province 
had boon strained to its utmost tension. 

Tho revenue wns pledged to tho Do- 
minion for a .small advance, aud banking 
facilities were completely exhausted. Wo 
had none of the sinews of war loft— neith- 
er the rnonoy, tho men nor tho material to 
fight Mackenzio with, but woro oriuging 
and crouching to niastordom for tho small- 
est favor granted in our doaporato neces- 
sity. 

I felt it my duty to voto against a gov- 
ernment which had led us into such a 
dilemma and in which I had lost all con- 
fidence I havo since givon my support 
to a govornment which has had great dif- 
ficulties to contoud with although none of 
them aro of its own croatiou. 

Tho Elliott Ministry may not havo douo 
all and ovorythiug that you or I might 
desire; butl/wili not ombarass or desert 
them until I find sufliciont reason for do- 
ing 10. 

They were defeated upon a moasuro 
which thoy need nover bo ashamed of — 
ns a residont physician to the Lunatic 
Asylum is im ubsoluto necessity whatovcr 
may bo tho opinion as to tho mini best qual- 
itied for tho position. 

Tho iraprovod condition of tho country 
is generally admitted and contrasts favor- 
ably with the stato it was in threo years 
ago. I 

The taxes which tho necessities of tho 
times requirod for tho liquidation of our 
indobtodnoss tl^vo attracted English cap- 
ital! at tho rate of six por ceDt. per annum, 
Irtish Coiumuia^acAviairrA^flhJ hiat_<tejir. 
don than that of Quoboo, tho oldofct proY- 
inco of tho DrArjiuion of Canada. 

The rate of iutcrest which was at eight 
and ten pea cent, is now roduced to eovon 
aud six. I 

Tho non-fulfilment of the terms of con- 
federation by the Dominion Govornment 
and the long delay in commencing railway 
work on the Paoitic coast is what wo have 
reason to doploro. It was a groat loss to 
the Island whon tho proposals of Mr. 
Edgar woro not entertained. If negotia- 
tions — which terminated so abruptly— had 
beon conducted by tho govornment of that 
day in a different spirit rails now rusting 
on tho wharves at Esqnimalt would havo 
beon laid on tho road to Nanaimo and tho 
spirit of tho Carnarvon Terms complied 
with. 

The construction of the graving dock 
which was roquired from ub by the Do- 
minion Govornmont under stipulated con- 
ditions, has been unnecossarily delayed 
under false hopes, delusive expectations 
and a series of blunders. 

Tho purchase of cement and machinery 
before either wero required ranks among 
the many exponsivo vagaries of an erratic 
minister on a jaunt to London. 

We havo already paid a groat prico for 
engineering skill and must continue to do 
so under existing ongngomonts entered 
into by a former Govornmont with only 
an unfinished cofferdam to show for an 
expenditure of over §200,000. 

It is now over three years since wo woro 
promised by Mr. Walkom thut COO mon 
would bo at work on tho Drydock, nnd 
ovory man, woman and child omployod 
about Esquimalt, nnd yet wo find up to 
this day oxcavation hns not yet beon be- 
gan nor the cofferdam contract carriod 
out. 

If tho Imporial Govornment should not 
tako the work off our hands within a rea- 
sonable timo, I shall insist upon the Dock 
being oomploted by tho Provinco accord- 
ing to the Terms of Confederation, fool- 
ing convinced that ovory dollar spont in 
labor on tho works at Esquimalt will 
spread and fructify in tho most remote dis- 
tricts of tho Provinco; and whenever la- 
bor and capital are united on productivo 
works prosperity will attond. 

If tho money which has beon spout ou 
usoless roads and bridges constructed by 
Chinoso labor ou the Mainland had been 
judiciously laid out in tho construction 
of a Dock tho work could havo been com- 
pleted by this timo without Chinamen's 
aid, and in all probability sold to tho Im- 
porial Govornmont at a profit. 

As I am a well known advocate of a 
sound and practical education for every 
boy and every girl in ovory district, I 
will not deprive thom of tho highest 
branches of education as soon as tho 
country can afford to pay Professors of 
Law, Physio and Divinity. 

With regard to tho ro-distribntion of 
seats, I am iu favor of equalizing repre- 
sentation, but not in favor of forcing a 
member on any distriot contrary to the 
will of tho people most interested. As I 
will endeavor to make suitable arrange- 
ments for a meeting of the electors at 
Esquimalt at an oarly date, I hope then 
and thore to bo able to givo a good ao- 
count of my stewardship, and if I am 
deemed worthy of a renowal of your con- 
donco my timo aud best exertions shall 
bo dovotod to promoto your interests and 
the genoral welfare of the Provinco.

one representative Tho freo action of a 
Government may bo severely hampered by 
tbo joint demands of the representatives 
of a district, returning to tho House more 
than ono membor, by requisitions for 
excessive expenditure in their respective 
districts aud which only a numerically 
strong Govornment could doclino.

Notwithstanding that tbo prinoijilo of 
tbo bill was affirmed by tbo Houso on its 
Bocond reading yet tho Opposition un- 
scrupulously refused to allow tho dotails 
to bo discussed in Committee. 

Tho only argumont, if indeed it can bo 
styled ono, urged against tho measure was 
" that tho mombors would on being 
brought together at oneo procood to raise 
the iudomnity." To this tho simplo an- 
swer is that no such proposition could bo 
introduced unless by tho Governmont of 
the day. 

As regards tho plan or basis of this 
Bill I may observe that tho division of 
soruo of tho districts was suggested on 
account of tho diversity of intorests ex- 
isting iu tho same, notably, in tho case of

, In the debate on tho measuro 'iu tho 
Houso no attempt was made to defend 
this anomalous, etato of things in Koot- 
enay, and it can" only bo nssumod that tho 
desiro for its oontinnanco by tho Opposi- 
tion was that tho two mombors from that 
remote locality were their strong sun- 
porters. 

My firm conviction is that tho success- 
ful working of responsible govern- 
ment in this Province requires that 
tho Constitution should bo nmonded 
by increasing tho number of representa- 
tives. 

It is an indisputable faot that when I 
had tho honor of being called upon to 
form a Ministry I found on taking office 
not only an empty treasury but an ascn- 
mulation of dobts amounting to close up- 
on half a million dollars, rendering a 
light tnxution an absolute necessity— 
by which (vo wore onablod to effect a loan 
on terms most advantageous to tho Prov- 
inco. 

I havo given evidence of my desiro to 
keep tho expenditure of tho Province 
within reasonable limits by roducing the 
excessive sums which wore annually 
"sown broadcast" by my predecessors in 
office, and I shnll coutinuo to economise 
wherever it may be found possible to do 
so without impairing the efficiency of tho 
public service. 

I contend that under tho present ad- 
ministration the country has mado moro 
substantial progress and has brightor 
prospects for tho future than bIio has at 
any period of hor history possessed.

Inquest. 

A coroner's inquest was hold yesterday 
before Hon. A.F. Pemberton on tho body of 
the late William Jeffery, bricklayer, who 
died suddenly at his residence on Thurs- 
day ovening. Tho following evidenco was 
adducod: — 

Dr. Trimblo, being sworn, said ho saw 
the deceased about 7 p. m. on Thursday, 
haviug boen summoned by a colored boy 
who oaid Mr. Jeffery was very ill, he 
thought from drink or poison; told the 
boy to give him some mustard and water; 
came up at once to seo him, but he was 
then porfectly dead aud rigid. Saw a 
bottle of strychnine on tho dresBer. Tlie 
bottlo was not in tlio room where he died. 
There was a onp of milk close by the bot- 
tle which contained the crystals of strych- 
nine in it. Had no doubt that tho 
deceased died from strychnine. The bot- 
tle appears to have bean aarried some 
time. 

Tryphona Field, being sworn, said that 
ou Thursday ovening about 0:30 o'clock 
while she and her mother were alone she 
heard some ono calling; it was Mr. Jeffery; 
did not know what ho said, but wont into 
his liouse and saw him sitting in a ohair; 
asked him what was the matter, aud ho 
said, "I don't know, but I'm going to dio." 
Then wsnt and called her mother who 
wont back with hor; deceased was then 
lying on a sofa, aud soomed to be in great 
pain; ho said be bad taken poison in milk; 
did not say what kind of poison; he then 
fell on the floor and struggled very hard ; 
waB present whon ho diod, about 7 o'clock ; 
sent a Mr. Carter for Dr. Trimblo bofore 
ho diod. Tho doeeasod said ho did not 
want to dio, und told witness to Bond for a 
doctor. 

Mrs. Field stated that hor daughter cal- 
led hor in to seo tho deceased who said ho 
had taken poison, but would not say 
where bo got it; he said ho had not seen 
his wifo since Monday evening. 

Frank Saunders, being sworn, said that 
yosterday morning the deceased came to 
hia houso perfectly sober; ho invitod two 
or throo round to talio a glass of beer, and 
jmt bofore going away said he had trouble 
on his mind, aud had not seen his wifo 
since Sunday la^t, and that ho wanted to 
broak up housekeeping and wantod to 
send his furniture away. Witness told 
him if ho was determined on it ho could 
put his furniture in his (Saunders 1 ) hayloft 
Deceased also stated he wantod to Boll his 
property, but there was only ono who 
should get it from him, namoly his 
daughter Rosa. Saw no more of him 
alivo. Had known deceasod and hia bro- 
ther for fourteen years. The deceased 
was porfectly rutional whon witnosa saw 
him. 

Tho jury — G. F. Tilbury, (foromau) 
J. A. Anderson, P. Rippor, T. Bard wan 
na, F. Hussey and S. McKeo— then re- 
turnod a verdict that doeoased camo to his 
death from taking titryohnine while labor- 
ing under temporary insanity. 

Our Dry Dock and Captain Colomb, 
R. M. A. 

Captain Colomb, R.M.A., of Konmare, 
Ireland, writes to a Loudon papor point- 
out out how weak Great Britain is in the 
North Pacific Ocean. There is not one 
single dock at whioh vessels could be ro- 
pairod. Ho indicates E>qnimalt as th". 
right placo for the building of such a 
dock. "It possesses every natural require- 
raont as a naval base, and must ever be, 
from sheer physical necessity, tho heart 
aud centro of our uaval operations, offou- 
sivo and defensive, in tho North Pacific 
Ocean, where wo have enormous* trading 
interests. There is no dock; and while 
tho Governmout at home, the Government 
of tho Dominion, and tho Government of 
British Columbia, each aud ull recognize 
tho vital impurt.ineo of that requirement 
on every possible ground, it does not st em 
probable ttiat it will bo fulfilled unless 
British Columbia saci itiees tier solvoney 
ou the altar of imperi i! necessity." Such 
a dock was commenced by Briiish Colum- 
bia, and $120,482 wore cpeut upon it, 
when a disagreement mo-e as 10 tho mean- 
ing of tho words in a Dominion Act grant 
iug $250,000 in aid of the w.^rk. The 
Province conteudod that the money was 
to bo a free gift, and advanced us tho work 
went on; the Dominion that the money 
was to bo granted aa a luun. Tha Provin- 
cial Government now sutrgest that. tho 
Imperial Governmout grant £100,000, in ■ 
stead of £50,000 as originally promised, 
and that tho amount be paid us tho work 
progresses, Tho uiattor is now under 
consideration by the Imperial authorities.

To the Electors of Victoria Electoral

Gentlemen:— Having for tbo last four 
sessions had tho honor of reprosontiDg 
you in tho Provincial legislature to tbo 
full satisfaction, I believe, of a largo ma- 
jority of tho constituency, and as you are 
once more called on to ruako a cboico, I 
have again been induced to offer myself 
a3 a candidate. 

Elected in 1874, at a critical period of 
our history as a poople, I have ovor dono 
my best, in and out "of Parliament, to for- 
ward tho intere3ts of tho Province genor- 
' ally, and in particular to promoto what- 
ever tended to benefit the District repre- 
sented by me. In the Dislrict I have 
ownod laud for a quarter of a century; 
have lived on it with my family for nine- 
toon years; and have succocded in estab- 
lishing a home amongst you. What 
further proof can be required, fellow- 
farmers, that ' my political and general 
interests are thoroughly identified with 
your own ? 

Publicly, at Cedar Hill and South Snun 
ioh/ (see OoiiONiBT, April 25tb and 27th^ 
I have spoken on tho political issues of 
the day. I shall avail mysolf of every 
Opportunity of so speaking at public 
meetings, and of so writing in tho columns 
of The Colonist. 

If re-elected I plodgo myself early in 
the next session to movo for an earnest 
and impressive appeal to the Dominion 
and Imperial Governments, urging snob 
aotion at London as may result iu proper 
restriction of Obinoso immigration into 
this Province. Tho Mongolian affliction, 
as now felt by workingmon and f armors 
in and around Yictoria, would bo unon- 
durablo in an English town. Our follow- 
countrymon in tho Dominion and Great 
Britain must be asked, in considering this 
very difficult question, to suppose thom- 
solvosin our places. Such aprosentation 
of tho matter may indnco more speedy 
action, and a serious, persistont grappling 
with it, until a satisfactory solution is 
arrived at. Co -operation in dealing with 
tho Chinese question between tho United 
Kingdom and the Unitod Statos is greatly 
to bo desired. 

As wo should "not uow seek to bor 
row afroBh,. and as present taxation is 
sufficiently burdonsoine, it must bo im- 
perative on the Government to mako tho 
annual revenue fully cover tbo expendi 
ture. ; : 

I am in favor of three Ministers (having 
portfolios) insteud of four, believing that 
a Government's surest guurantoo for pro- 
longed ' tenure of power must be tbo con- 
fidence in 'its integrity and ability enter- 
tained by a large majority of tbe peoplo 
inside and outside tbo Houso of Assem- 
bly. This confidence is, in my firm belief, 
deserved and enjoyed by tbo Ministry 
now in office. 

I shall support any and ovory moasuro 
of retrenchment compatible with a duo 
performance of tho publio sorvico, and 
abovo all with retention of our fair ro- 
puio as a law enforoing and law abiding 
people. 

It would be a sourco of great satisfac- 
tion to many besides mysolf to witness 
such administration of Rosponsiblo Gov- 
ernment in our midst as, while giving 
general . satisfaction at home, would win 
for our country. credit and respoct abroad 
wherever the English tongue is spoken 
and our political ongoings at all noticed. 
This most desirable consummation cannot 
bo reaohed without inoroaso of represen- 
tation and redistribution of seats, as I 
will have pleasure in explaining to yon 
at public meetings if allowed a patient 
hearing. I am utterly opposed to Mr. 
Walkem's view as expressed in tbo House 
. (7th and 8th of last March, sc-o Colonist 
and Standard of tbese dates) that about 
12 members and a modifiod form of Crown 
Colony Government would bo best for us. 
This would indeed bo retrogression ! ! 
Fellow electors, I am not inclined to 
"give up the ship" yet, and sure I am 
• that you are not. Mr. Humphreys' talk at 
North Saanioh about "25 hungry rats be- 
ing bettor than 33 hungry rots" pays a 
poor compliment to the intelligence and 
honesty of the poople .of this Province. 
Society oould not hold togotbor anywhero 
did not tbe well-intentioned, honest, sen- 
sible people vastly exceed in number and 
power the ruffians, rogues, knaves, fools 
and '.'designing demagogues." This is as 
true of savage as of civilized sooiety, as 
forty years ago I had ample opportunity 
of observing. . In every Indian village of 
this coast then tbo evil-disposed were 
greatly in the minority. 

On tho Railway I may say that I am in 
favor ol the Carnarvon Terms, and shall 
havo much to say when I got amongst you 
again on this subject. 

With the unfortunate heritage of the 
Dry Dock bequeathed by the Walkom 
party to tho Government that succoeded 
them, the Elliott Ministry havo, as I think, 

• acted with great, discretion. In tbo 

• House, if I remember aright, tho Opposi- 
tion did not "feel like" opposing tbe 
course submitted for discussion by tho 
Government. 

You may rely on mo in tho future, as in 
the post, as an earnest supporter of the 
. Public Sohool system as it iB, and of its 
improvement, ub far as our financial con- 
dition may pormit. The calumnies as to 
my alleged opposition to tho Victoria 
High School, so industriously circulated 
throughout the distriot, aro falso as false 
can be. Mr. R. Smith, ex-M.P.P. for 
Yale, had warning from mo on tbe day ho 
gave. notice of his proposed School Bill 
that everything noxious in it would have 
my vigilant opposition, and so it had 
until the end. 

Gentlemen, if in the foregoing I have 
omitted allusion to matters of publio im- 
portance it has been from no desire to 
shirk them. I hope for inuny opportuni- 
ties yet of communicating with you 'ere 
the 22d instant. 

During the four years I havo served you 
in the Legislature I havo uover yot been 
absent a day, nor havo I onoo shirked a 
vote on any question. 

In the House I havo ovor supported 
good measures whencesoevor originating. 

My increased knowledgo and experi- 
ence Bi'nce 1874 enoourage mo tbe more to 
solicit your suffrages on this occasion.
